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If the goal-keeper obstructs an 
opponent he may be charged even 
when in his goal area; ‘but not un- 
fairly, as he has so little chance of 
protecting himseif when his atten- 
tion is engaged with a coming shot. 

The goal-keeper should bear in 
mind that directly he leaves his 
goal area he is liable to be charged 
by an opponent. 

So long as'a goal-keeper does not 
stick to the ball, or obstruct an 
opponent, he is protected under the 
Laws when within his goal area. 
Therefore he should get rid of the 
ball as soon as possible, 

“The goal-keeper may. be changed 
during the game, but notice of such 
change must first be given to the 
referee.” 

If a goal-keeper has been chang- 
ed without the referee being noti- 
fied, and the new goal-keeper 
handles the ball within the penalty 
area, a penalty kick is awarded. 

Law Nine is a very important 
one, and deals with the offences 
that, if permitted, would bring the 
game into disrepute, by develop- 
ing rough play, and will be dealt 
with fully next week. 

A. number of instances have oc- 
curred this season of players leav- 
ing the field of play (exclusive of 
those injured) without the referee’s 
consent, and as this state of affairs 
is not in the best interests of the 
game, it should not be tolerated. 
To: effectively deal with the posi- 
tion created, offenders will have 
themselves to blame, if they are 
forced to remain off, as drastic 
action is necessary under the cir- 
cumstances, 

To make the position quite clear, 
I again quote that part of Law One 
which states :——“Except through 
accident a player must not leave 
the field of play during the progress 
of the game without the permission 
of the referee.” 

Another matter that requires at- 
tention, by players particularly, is 
the fact that it is the intentional 
breach of a Law that is not per- 
mitted ,and “play to the whistie” 
should be borne in mind always, as 
the referee is in sole charge of 
the game, and can use his own dis- 
cretion as to whether an offence is 
intentional or not, and, further, a 
referee has power to refuse to pen- 
alise the intentional breach, if the 
offender would receive the benefit. 
It. sometimes happens that an in- 
tentional breach is of great advan- 
tage to a club, and a detriment to 
the other. 

All clubs should bear in mind 
that the Lecture Board is avail- 


able to give instruction on the 
“Laws of the Game,” and a request 
{to the Referees’ Association) for 
its services, will be readily agreed 
te. The advantages to be derived 
from such a Lecture are apparent, 
and should be availed of by every 
club.
